As a result of the complaints
of the neighbors voiced at that hearing, the YMCA wishes to
withdraw its request for additional parking, as requ2sted in
its petition to the Zoning Office. The additional parking
does not appear to be required under zoning regqgulations in
the event the special exception for the addition of handball

courts is granted.

The deletion of the additional parking will sub-
stantially abate the neighborhood problems concerning storm

water runoff.

The YMCA still wishes to pursue its request for
the four handball/racquetball courts. The YMCA -vill consent
to a conditional order requifling the ¥YMCA to install a storm
water management system which will limit the rate of flow of
runoff to the rate of flow that existed prior to construction

of the handball/racquetball courts.

We are advised that this can be done either by a
roof tcp retention system or a resevoir to accumulate and
store runoff for measured release..
